New Photography Course Offered 



This spring, for the first time in 
Shimer's history, a course in photography 
is being offered. Using a unique combina- 
tion of instruction by a teacher and by a 
student, Photography n will, hopefully, 
develop in students the ability to sense a 
situation and record it with enough feel- 
ing and skill that other people may see 
their work and understand what they are 
trying ro say. This goal of skill in analysis, 
judgment and commentary is also the 
goal of the other Shimer courses. 

Thomas Locker, who teaches painting 
and humanities, teaches a two-hour class 
every two weeks, concentrating on the 
aspects of photography which pertain to 
his experiences with painting. On alter- 
nate weeks. Michael Johnson, a student 
experienced in photography, teaches a two- 
hour class dealing with the technical 
skills of camera and darkroom work. 
Fifty percent of each student's grade is 
determined by Mr. Locker, the other 50 
percent by Mike Johnson. Mike's own 
grade will be a reflection of his teaching 
abilities. 

Three hours of darkroom work are re- 
quired of the students each week. A form- 
er office on the second floor of Hathaway 
Hall has been converted to a new dark- 
room and has been equipped for use by 
both the photography class and the Camera 
Club. AU new shelves and cabinets and a 
new sink have been installed. 



At each of the meetings with Mr. Locker, 
each student must present five finished 
photographs; the small size of the class 
permits discussion of all the work at 
length. Topics for the seven meetings 
are: a tree, horizon, a face, hands, a 
group of people, very small things (micro- 
cosm), very large things (macrocosm). 



Plans are under way for a Class Reunion 
Day to be held on the campus Saturday, 
May 23. 

Classes observing special anniversar- 
ies this year are those of 1920, 1945, 
1950, 1955 and 1960. Alumni of those 
years will be invited to come to the 
campus on Reunion Day to celebrate the 
occasion with their classmates and form- 
er teachers. 

Being planned are a tour of the campus, 
including the three newest dormitories 
and the Karyn Kupcinet Playhouse, a 
coffee hour with faculty members, and an 
alumni dinner in the college dining hall 
in the evening for all reunion classes and 
guests. 

Invitations will be sent to members 
of the five anniversary classes within the 
next few weeks. Meanwhile, alumni of 
those classes are urged to contact their 
former classmates and make plans to 
join them on the campus for the event-

Mrs. Keohane Has Article in School Journal 



Mrs. Mary Keohane, who teaches Edu- 
cation and Social Sciences at Shimer, 
has written an article entitled "A. S. 
Neill: Latter-Day Dewey?" which will 
appear in the Elementary School Journal 
in May. 

A comparison of the educational philo- 
sophies of John Dewey and A. S. Neill, 
founder of Summerhill school, the article 
grew out of a visit made to SummerhiU 
when Mrs. Keohane was in England with 
the Shimer-in-Oxford program. Impress- 
ed by the discrepancies between what 
she had heard and read of SummerhiU 
and what she actually saw, she wrote 
an article published in the New Republic 
on May 28 of last year, describing her 
visit and giving her own opinion of the 
school. SummerhiU seemed to her to be, 
not fuU of life and a creative place, 
but dreary and boring. Responses to her 
article were varying, both strongly disa- 



greeing and strongly agreeing. The latest 
article is a followup, a deeper analysis 
of two differing ideas of education. 

According to Mrs. Keohane, Dewey 
and Neill offer fundamentaUy different 
definitions of freedom and different views 
of .community. For NeiU. fr eedom means 
that the individual is aUowed to do as he 
pleases, as long as he does not hurt 
others. Dewey sees freedom as the abiUty 
of the person to form his own purposes 
and carry them out. Dewey conceives 
the school as a community which prepares 
its students for life in the larger com- 
munity. The article questions whether 
Summerhill is a community at aU. 

Up to this time, as Mrs. Keohane 
explains, practically the only writing about 
the school has been done by NeiU and 
by people who agree with him. Mrs. 
Keohane' s articles are some of the first 
criticism written of SummerhiU.
